CABINET DEFECTIONS 



Et. Hon. Mr. Fowler Insists on Fnr' 
tlior Protection for 
Ulster. 



The Parnellites Hold that Glailstoiie, 
Beiug: 01(1, Homo Rule Miiat 
Bo Hasteued. 



London, Nov. — Tho House of Commons 
reftaaembled yesterday with a alim attend- 
ance. Rt. Hon. Henry Fowler, president 
of the Local Government Board, amid cheers 
from the Liberal benches, moved the second 
reading of tho Ennlund and Wales Local 
Government bill. VVhilo Mr. Fowler wua 
Bpeakini;, Mr. Gladstone, looking bright and 
well, entered the House, and waa received 
with enthusiastic cheers, Tho House ad- 
journed at midnight after a dull session. 

Tho Liverpool Courier reports that there 
ia aorious defection in Mr. Gladsnne'a oulji- 
not, and that Mr. Fowler, president of the 
Local Government Board, demands further 
protection for Ulster whenever tho Homo 
Rule bill is introduced. 

John Redmond, leader of tho Parnellites, 
in reply to tho recent statement by T. P. 
O'Connor, the McCarthyito, suya the atti- 
tude i f tho Parnollitca haa been miarepre- 
Bented ; that they have not proinulgaled a 
new policy, and that the piilicy of the I'lvr- 
nellitoa toward tho Liberal party is pre- 
ciaely what it haa been all along. Tho I'ar- 
nellitea are willing to support the Liberala 
aa long aa they reinuin true to their 
pledges to Ireland, bnc aro abaolutely inde- 
pendent, and mean to let them know that 
by paltering with Home Rule they will con- 
vert tho ParnoUitoa from aupportora into op- 
ponents. 

It is not the intention of the Parnellitca 
to throw Mr. Gladstone ont of power and re- 
store Lord Sslisbary. What they intend ia 
to give tho present Government to under- 
stand that its existence depends on Irish 
votes, and that tho price to bo paid there- 
for is adberenoe to its pledges on the ques- 
tion of Home Rule. The reason for calling 
attention to this fact now is that the atti- 
tude of the Liberal party toward Home 
Rule has entirely changed eince Pametl's 
death. Mr. GUdstoho then declared that 
Ireland blocked tho way, and ths only way 
to get Icgisbition for British intereH'.a was !o 
aSBiat to paaa Home Rule, but now it is pro- 
posed to hang up Home Rule and take up a 
long list of British reforms, in order, tliey 
claim, to bo able to carry tho next election. 

John Redmond admita tho truth of thia 
claim, but aaya it ia tho intention of tho 
party to see that only the proper kinds of 
British reforma are proceeded with, and 
that tho eleotiona aro not indefinitely post- 
poned, otherwise Home Rule will be hung 
up indefinitely. He deelarea that if the 
NewcoBile programme ia carried out Home 
Rule will not como up again in five or six 
years. Ho points out that Mr, Glatlatono 
ia an old i.ian, and to put Homo Rule off 
80 long would bo to relegate it to soma one 
unfriendly or lees alilo to effect hia desires 
than Mr, Gladstone, Therefore, Ireland 
muat continue to block tho way. Ho do- 
clares that if tho Pnrnellitca can have an 
assurance that disaolution of Parliament 
will take place at the end of 1S94, they will 
ba content to help purely British measnres 
during all the next year. 



CABLE NEWS. 



French Aicreiialons In West Africa. 

Berlin, Nov. 3. — Colonial enthuaiaata in 
Germany are worrying Chancellor von Ca- 
privi with reiiuoats that ho call upon 
France to eiplain by what right aho haa 
erected armed stations to the Hinterland of 
tho Canieroons, north of tho lino of demar- 
cation estiililished in 1885. They aay that 
France haa defied openly her treaty obliga- 
liouB and must be checked, Unlesa they re- 
ceive satisfactory asaurancea from the Chan- 
cellor, they will raise in tlie Reichstag tho 
queatiou of French agression in West Africa. 

Carillnal Laurcnzl Dead. 
Rome, Nov. 3.— Cardinal Carlo Lauren zi 
is dead. Carlo Laurenzi was a native of Po- 

rugia, Italy, and 70 yeara old. Ho was cro- 
ated Cardinal in 1.SS4, and waa Secretary of 
Memorials at the Vatican at tho time of bis 
death. During the last year's of Pius IX's 
pontificate bo was Vic'.r CJeneral of ilie 
Pope's diocese, and Leo XIII appointed him 
Auditor-iieiKiral of tho Vatican palace, 
afierwaid giving him a higher ollice. In 
the event of Leo's death ho would huvo been 
a candidate for Pope, 

Htrnlncil KelalionH rrobalilc. 

Pakis, Nov. ,3. — A frontier incident haa 
occurred near Saint Die, in tho department 
of Voaaes, that is likely to cause strained 
relations in some (•(unrtors until tho matter 
ia satiflfactorily settled. A German foreat 
guard yesterday killed two French poachers 
whom he found on territory annexed to 
Germany aa a result of tlio war of 1870-71.

— Among tho pas- 
songors aboard tlio Campania, which ar- 
rived from New ''I'ork to-day, wcro llio Lord 
Mayor and Lady Mayoress of Dublin, Tiiey 
wore very much Bliockoil to learn of tint 
ansiiBBination of Mayor Ifarrisnn, and apoke 
in moat complimentary terms of him and of 
tlieir reception in the United States, 



WAll LN AFRICA. 
Loboiigulu'B Great Military Kraal Burned. 

London, Nov. 3.— A dispatch from Jo- 
hannesburg aaya it is rumored there tliat 
heavy fighting occurred between llic British 
and Matabolo in tho bush along tho Shang- 
hai river, and that King Lobengula had 
been captured. 

Cai'ETOWN, Nov. 4.— Advloea received 
from Fort Victoria at noon give an eatimate 
of the Matabele losses as reported by the 
natives. In the first skirmish tho Mutabelc 
loat 200 men. In the fight at tho Groat 
Laagor 1 ,000, and on the following day 250. 
'The chartered company's troops have burned 
Lohengula'a groat military kraal ac Bulu- 
wayo.

Cotint Taafe Confers With Conservative Bepu- 
tles— The Ueettng Stormed by 
Sooialista. 

Vienna, Nov. 2 - Count Taafo, premier, 
and one of the leadera of the Polish and 
ConBorvativo deputies, haa called hia con- 
freres to confer with him aa to tho political 
situation. Ho atatea there arc no proapccta 
of his return to power. Ho recommended 
Prince Windeacharao'.ioaa tho beat to auoceed 
him. Tho Prince, he said, enjoyed iho con 
fidenco of tho coalition party in the 
Reicharath, boaidea being on good terma 
with the Hungarian politi nans. The German 
Liborala met in a publio hall to-day to dis- 
cuaa tho attitude of tho purtioa towards 
Taafo and suffrage reform. Only persona 
who had been invited were admitted. 'I'lie 
proceodinga had hardly begun when 8()U 
Socialiata atormed the hall. They burst in 
tho doors and marched down the aialea 
ahonting for universal suffrage. A dozen 
policemen, who were called from the street, 
ordered tho Sooialista to leave, bub without 
eir. ct. A police company were summoned, 
and they charged with drawn aabrea. Most; 
of tho German Liberala had left by this 
time, but tho Socialista ai ill refused to go 
After a fight at close quarters they were 
driven out. Forty-five Sociabsta and oiglit 
policemen were injured. Ten Socialiats 
were arrested.

Parish Local Government— Employers'

London, Nov. 3. — On tho reaaaembling of 
Parliament yesterday, after a receas of six 
weeks, for the autumn seaaion, the attend- 
ance was unusually largo, owing to tho ex- 
pectation that the badgering and worrying 
of the ministry would begin ajt once. 

Mr. Gladstone, who appears to have bene- 
fited physically to a remarkabie extent by 
tho respite froin hia labors, put in an appear- 
anoe just after the House had been called to 
order, and was greeted with prolonged 
cheers from hia aupporters. There are only 
two bills of importance on the Government 
programme for tho extra aession. One, 
knewn as the Pariah Council bill, eztcnda to 
the country districta the right of local gov- 
ernment, while tho other, deaignated the 
" Employcra' Liability Bill," mnkca em- 
ployera liable for injuriea to workingmen 
caused through lack of proper safeguards 
while the men aro in actual service. A 
aimilar meaauro was introduced early in tho 
year, but failed to piSS. The Gladstonian 
party haa recently lost two elections in 
working ciasa constituencies on thia issue, 
and the public sentiment thus aroused haa 
been sufBcient to jnduce Mr. Gladstone to 
mal^e the bill a Government measure.

The 
story is discredited 'ueciuse of tho Globe's 
antagonism to tho Irish and the recent 
streniunis attempts made to aecure tho re- 
lease of Iri.'h political prieonera. It was 
flubs( quontly learned that tho bomb found 
under NVestininster bridge was thrown there 
by a man who had picked it up on a Franco- 
Prussian battlefield. He told the police ho 
had kept it as a relic, and, fearful of it ex- 
ploding, had taken it to the bridge and 
thrown it into the river, but evidently had 
not thrown it out far enough.

CONeRBSS CLOSED. 



Extraordinary Session Brought to an 
End After an Effort to 
Protract it. 



Exciting Scenes in the Honse— Consid- 
erable Coufnsioii aud Lack 
of Dignity. 

WASillNfiTON,Nov. 3.— Tho firat or extra- 
ordinary Bcasion of Cougrusa ia a thing of 
the p'xai. Its career closed this afternoon 
at a few minutes past three, calmly, se- 
renely and without the faintest straggle or 
excitement. Aa tho Vico-Prosident aaid, in 
a neat littlo parting speech, its record ia 
made up, and henceforth it belongs to the 
domain of history. There wiia a sort of 
protentious effort earlier to-day to defeat the 
resolution for a final adjonrnment, in which 
effort some half dozen Democrats, 
two Populiata and one Republican joined, 
but it waa not intended to be of any avail, 
and, of course, waa not. It waa atarted by 
Mr Coke (Democrat, Texas), who said that 
the Democratic party h.id ererything to 
lose and nothing to gain by adjournment, 
leaving tho tariff, the federal elections bill 
and other matters not acted on, while the 
Republican party hud everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by it. The Nebraska 
Populist, Mr, Allen, threatened to defeat 
adjournment by demanding the yeas and 
naya, holding there waa no quorum to trans- 
act business. However, thu resoluiion waa 
agreed to without the yeas and nays, and 
tho adjournment took place accordingly. 

The closing day of the extraordinary ses- 
sion waa an exciting one in tho Honse. 
Little business waa done, but a fow private 
bills were introduced and retcrred to the 
committees or put on the House calendar. 
The only substantial aohievement was the 
final diaposition of the bill, allowing a re- 
bate on the duty on Fair exhibits acquired 
by the Columbian Museum, otherwise the 
greater portion of the three hours' aession of 
the House was spent in a wrangle over the 
pay and back pay of Congressional em- 
ployes. After a few minutes' filibustering, 
led by Mr. Hntchinaon, of Texas, Mr. 
Sayers succeeded in getting throngh the 
House a reBolution providing for 
the salaries of theao people up to' tho next 
session ; but when tho bill came back from 
the Senate laden with the circular amend- 
ment relative to back pay of senatorial 
clerks, that had caused the fuiluro of tho 
urgent deficiency appropriationa, the load

cisco and New Orleans to resnmo tho coin- 
age of ataiuiard silver dollnra. Thia action 
waa taken under authority of section ,'! of 
tho Sherman silver law of 18!10. It is for 
tho nurpoBO of utilizing *ha soignorugc that 
tho coinage of standard silver dollars waa 
resumed. Tho expectation is that about 
1,, 000,000 standard silver dollars can ho 
coined, which will give tho United Slates 
treasury a seignorago of about J.OOO.OOO. It 
is tho intenticm of tho Treaaury <?eport- 
mont, as tho minta become clear of tho gold 
coin, to hnvo thom alao coin silver, and thus 
increase the coinage from 3^ to 4, and there- 
by decrease the oufoalation.

OniKECA. 

One Hundred and Fiftv Mile Hodse, 
Oct 20 — Eirly in May, having secured 
pack animals and supplies, wo started in 
quest of that precious metal that all man- 
kind so much desire. Uur route lay north- 
east from Quesnelle. We made slow pro- 
gress on aocount of almost impassable trails. 
The first body of water after leaving Ques 
nolle is Black Water river, a large sized 
stream in tho early spring, where Veitch 
& Borland, the enterprising proprietors of 
the 150-Mile liousu, constructed a sub- 
stantial bridge, in which stability is the 
main feature. W« passed some very fine 
funning laud which is well adapted to agri- 
culture and stock raising. Wu travelled 
onward und upward, getting nearer the 
froz'in north, until wo came ni view of tho 
splendid Nuchaco valley, destined to bee ime 
a land of milk and honey, und u populous 
inlund settlement capable of supporting 
thousands of happy people. Tho man who 
ia in quest of land 1 would advise to go 
there and locate. There aro thousands of 
acres ready for the plow. The productive- 
ness of this soil ia wonderful. Vegetables of 
all descriptions are grown by ludiius auttled 
there, and sixty miles farther north barley 
and oats grow abundantly All that ia 
needed ia immigration to make thia another 
garden spot of Britiah Columbia. Mr. 
I'oudrier, U.L.S , and a party of thirty, are 
surveying in thia locality this year, thanks 
to the liberal policy of our present Govern- 
ment. We oroaa Necbaoo river here, at the 
mouth of Stony creek, and continue our 
^Mourney through mud and over logs to 
Fort St, James, situated on Stuart lake. 
Here the Hudson Bay Company have a largo 
trading post, where they do a large business 
trading for furs. During oar short sojourn 
we wore hospitably entertained by Mr and 
Mrs. Murray, and songs and^ other music 
and reminiscencetjaf pioneerdays were pleas- 
ing features of the evening. Thi O M.I. 
Mission, situated a short distance from the 
fort, oompdses some five or six hundred In- 



diana professing' Christianity. Rev. Father 
Morris deserves great credit for his perao- 
Teranoe in bringing theao Indiana to their 
present' 'God fearing state. He has taught 
them to rtad and write their own language, 
and publishes a small newipaper which they 
take (treat pleasure in perusing, and they 
will gladly inform the. white man of the do- 
ings of the outaida world on hia return from 
the mnuDtaina. 

We have a long drive to make from Stu- 
art'a lake to obtain food for our animals be- 
fore wo proceed on our journey of 150 iniica 
to Omineca. We pasa over a miserable trail 
for the above distanoe. If one of our mem- 
bers who do not know the resouroea of this 
largo district would make the trip it might 
induce them to labor for a sum, sufficient to 
open the trail, aa it ia almost impassable, 
and whore it is passable the murks are oblit- 
erated, making it dillicult for ordinary trav- 
I Hers to Und tho trail. 

A pleasant surprise awaited us as wo 
slowly descended tho mountain, and Nation 
luko appeared to us iu all its splendor. 
What a lield for the scenic artist was pr<i- 
seiited by the auow-capped peaks toweiiug 
above great waterfalls, nukmg a sight never 
to be furyotlun ! I will now bring you to 
the land of gold. Wo have gravel diggings 
ami aurifi-rous quariz ledges in uuliuiited 
((uantity. One part of this country, where 
ditchts are easily conalructed, will pay 
largo dividends to tho lucky company m- 
veaiing there. I venture to say if some of 
our Victoria capitalists wore induced to in- 
vest in this part of Britiah Columbia they 
would bo amply rewarded. I will mention 
one place in part ioular whore there are gravel 
bars or bi'uches ij.'ctending for two or three 
miles. A ditch of si.x or seven miles would 
command all this gnmnd at u comparatively 
small outlay of capital when you consider 
the amount comp'ioiea are spending in Cari- 
boo on the Horsefly. I will eladly accom- 
pany any party or parties and give them all 
the informanon at my command in regard 
to this ODUnlry, and I would be pleased to 
correspond with any parties. The resources 
are greater than those of any other portion 
of Britiah Columbia in the way of miaorala, 
and it only awuita capital to develop it and 
make it a second California for hydraulic 
minera. I would like it understood by the 
readers of this aV. icle that men without 
li uncial means have no buaineasin this part 
of tho country, as the mines are mostly hy- 
draulic, requiring ditches to work them auo- 
cosafully.

WLNNU^EG WIRINGS. 

Lpbliuic Convicted of the Murder of Wllaon- 
CoiumiUiitlmi of .Sentence. 

WlNNiriit!, Nov. 3.— (Special). — Joaeph 
Loblanc waa to day found guilty, at tho 
asaizfa, of tho murder of John Wilaon on 
July 21 last. The jury made a strong recom- 
mendation for mercy. Wilson was found 
dead in the rear of tho Harris block by 
Detective Muckenzie. Suspicion pointed to 
Leblunc and Riley us tho murderers, but no 
strong evidence waa adduced against them 
till Loblanc made u confession charging 
Riley with tho crime. Wilson waa last 
aeon in tho yard whore ho was found by a 
woman named Douglas, whom he hud entic- 
ed there, and alie gave evidence that Wilson 
was ulivo when he left her. Sentence on 
Leblunc has been deferred, and tho trial of 
Riloy for tlie same murder ia now proceeding. 

Sheriir lukator has received from the 
Under-Secretary of State at Ottawa papers 
containing the communtation Of the sentence 
of six tramps, aent up in July laat by Magis- 
trate Wolff for vagrancy. 

ARRESTED FOK FORGERY. 

A Fort Townaend Editor Indicted by tho 
Urand Jury— Imperfect Bookkeeping. 

PoHT TowKSEND, Nov. 3— ?J.W. O'Rear, 
editor of the Morning Leader, the customs 
house organ, was arrested to-duy upon an 
indictment returned by the grand jury for 
forgery. He gave §2,000 bonds for uppeur- 
ance in the Superior court November 13. 
Another indictment for a ainiilar offence waa 
returned againat C- M. Sweeney, who, in 
default of like bill, waa committed to j ill. 
For several yrara O-'Rear waa a deputy in 
tho auditor'a office, where be had access to 
the county watrants, and according to 
Sweeney's confe?8ion he stole several hun- 
dred dollars' wortii of warrunta and forged 
indorsements theroon. The grand jury re- 
port censures tho other comty ollioers for 
imperfect bookkeeping whereby suoli criin- 
imil rascality could bo cominitteil. 

The couat on which O'l-leur was indicted 
charges him with forging the name of Alice 
Carpenter, ol Seattle, to a witness warrant 
forS'2 ID. A deputy in the tre/isurcr's l^lIioo 
BA'ears that ho saw O'Rvur forgo the indorae- 
m"nt und cisb tho warrant. The piyee tes- 
tified that she did not authorize O'Rear to 
aign her name, nor did ahe receive any com- 
pensation therefor. O'Rear cunio from 
Wijhitu, Kau. , five years ago, and until 
litely bore a good reputation lie was chief 
deputy in thu auditor's (jflicn for three years. 
Ltat winter he was chief journal clerk of 
tho House of Representatives at Olympia, 
and it will be remembered that ohaogea 
niyateriously crept into certain important 
bills to which he had access, the ohauKea 
threatening to invalidate the measures. 

In April he and J. Will Lysona became 
managers of cho Leader, which has been 
conducted aa tho p. rHoual nrg.inof Collector 
.Saunders. The LcMultr uiailo an unsucci'ss- 
ful bid fur thu county printing luat -May, 
since which tiino it huH tul;en every occa- 
sion to ro mt tho coiiiinissioncra. Scores of 
citizens cnmplainod to tho c;oniini8.sioners 
that their warranlH were stolen froiii tho 
auditor's ollice, uud a grand jury investiga- 
tion was ordered. Sweonuy, who skipped 
to British Columbia to avoid prosecution, 
returned and made a confession, implicating 
O'Rear as the principal forger.

Tliey Have Fallou luto a Complete 
Trap and Must Sur- 
reudur. 



Capb Town, Nov. 3.— When kat report- 
ed, Kini; Lobengala was trying to rally 
his troopB in tho vicinity of the Shangele 

river and Kwelo, ubout 100 niilea from Uul- 
uwayo aud 140 luiUa wcat of Fort Charter. 
Ho seems, from the diaputohos, to have fall- 
en into a complete trap, iiia further Sight 
north toward the Z.imbeai river is blocked, 
while the tsotae-fly qountry ia in hia roar, 
Fort Saliabury on hia right flank a\\d on the 
left the British columns are advanciug. It 
is expected ho will bo compelled to aurreii- 
der in a few days. Diiriiif,' iho march to- 
ward tho Kwelo livor ilie Hiitieh saw nu- 
meroua bodies of tho Matabc-lej, but thoy 
always reireatod. On the night of October 
30 Major Forbes seut a body of scouts in 
the directiou of tho headquarters of the 
strongest Matubelo reyinient. They found 
tho iuaiumail inipi in large force, apparent- 
ly prepared to iiiaUo a desperate resistance. 
When iufurnied of tliia Major Forbes sent 
forward a force of 100 troopers, supported 
by two rapid tiro guns. Thoy felt their 
way cuefully to within a abort distunco of 
the kraali plaeed the Maxim guns in a com 
manding poailion,, then charged. To the 
astonisbment of the troopers they found not 
a single sonl in the kraal, but saw the Matu- 
belea in fail flight in the distanoe. 

On Oeiober i3 a small body of British 
under Ctptain White, guarding a lot of 
prisoners were attacked by Matabeles. 
The latter were repulsed after a sharp en- 
gagement, in which several wcic killed. 
The British loat a number, including dpt. 
Gudotto. After the liriiuh column crossed 
the Shangele river, they wore constantly 
surrouudeil by the Matabeles, who feared, 
however, to attack 

On October 31 tno Matabeles 5,000 atrong 
made a furious attack on the liiitiah from 
several aides at once Thi y allowed udmir- 
nblo courage and discipline. The British 
reserved their Bre until tho Matabeles were 
at close raiiije, then opened on them with 
Martini rillea and Maxim rapid-tire guns. 
The Matabeles came on desperately for a 
time, but could noc withsi;and the fearful 
uliughter. They tinolly broke and fled, 
leaving 500 killed and wounded on tho 
field and carrying with them huudreds of 
others wonnded, besides those able to stag 
ger away in retreat, many of whom have 
since died. The Britiah loss was only two 
killed and six woundtd. From there to Bu- 
luwayo the British found the way unob- 
structed, the Matabeles evidently being 
too disheartened to attempt further re- 
bistasoe. 

LoNDOK, Nor. 8, — The Daily News 
special from Fore Victoria saya, concerning 
the expedition against the Matabeles : 

Kvory night was spent by the troops in 
a strongly forcified laager. Every morning, 
an hour .before dawn, every man stood to 
his arms, each in his allotted place. This 
.plan of campaign was urged by Mr. Seloua 
and other experts, and events have justiBed 
its wisdom Lobengula never had a chance. 
He was utterly routed. The night of the 
main attack had been very still, and nobody 
dreamed that Lobengula'a main army waa so 
near. On the last attack the enemy did not 
stop to use their spearp, but broke aud fled 
at tho first taste of tliu Maxima. The 
troops wont for tho Matabeles "with loud 
cheers and shouting There was much fierce 
hacking, thruatin;;, and shooting svith re- 
volvers at oloee quartera. The Malubele 
ruck, but for tho broken ground, would 
have been exterminated. It is estimated 
that a thouaand were killed and wounded.

Avery reniarkalilo ayatem of ocean trans- 
port has been brought out in I'uria by 
Monsieur Baziu, a French engineer. M. 
Buzin's proposal is to construct an Atlantic 
liner on eight rollers, and he cVainis to show, 
by the working of models and by algebraio 
formulas, not only that bis idea is practical, 
but thac it oau be suooeaafully appU'cd to 
secure a greater speed in trana-A<lantic 
navigation than any hitherto reached. The 
basis of M. Bazin's proposal, says the En- 
gineering Review, is the theory that the 
eight wheels, or roulenrs, on which his ves- 
sel ia fixed, will so far diminish the rusiat- 
anoe offered by tho waves, that a much 
greater speed may be developed, and he 
plaues the possible speed to be maintained 
on an Atlantic voyage at fully 30 knots an 
hour, which would enable the passage from 
Southampton or Liverpool to New York to 
bo aocompliahed in a little over ICQ hours. 
It ia proposed to put M. Buzin's plant to a 
practical teat by constrnoting a vossisl of 
121 meters in length and 30 meters breadth, 
with rouleura 2 t motera in diameter and 10 
meters thioknesa, and they will bj mounted 
on ahufis 75 contimeier diameter. Tho 
rouleura are estimated to mike '22 revolu- 
tiona per minute, and will, it ia believed, 
easily achieve Cu kilonielers, or 30 knots an 
hour.

Po.'st-Intelligenccr : The run of silver 
salmon is about over, and nearly all tho fiah 
now taken are of the variety known aa dog, 
or foil salinon. People who want salmon 
cau certainly got them cheap enough at the 
present time, aa they are aold at tho rate of 
two for fifteen cents, or four for a quarter. 

At the recent fall fairs, says the Water- 
loo (Quebec) Advertiser, Messrs. J. and P. 
H. Krans, of St. Armand, exhibited a 
splendid pair of five-year old oxen that 
tipped the scales at 4,40U lbs. Tho oxen 
are young enough yet to grow, and if they 
are not aent to tho block too soon should 
add another ton their present weight, 

Spokane Review: An industry of a 
peculiar kind is that which James Sutton, 
an Eaglish gardener, is introdnoing in the 
Puyallup Indian reservation. It is the cul- 
tivation of the licorice plant. Mr. Sutton 
has several bunches of the plant on a five- 
acre garden apot and it is doing remarkably 
well. The alipa were planted about two 
yeara ago, and tho roots aro now six feet 
long and about three quarters of an inch 
thick. 

Seattle Telegraph : The Waahinijtnn and 
Oregon Shingle Manufdcturers' aaaooiation 
have called a meeting of repreaentalivca of 
shingle manufacturers, to meet in Seattle 
November 15, 1,S93| " for the purpoho of 
considering the best mellioda of lifting the 
shingle business from the dernoralizc-d con- 
dition which now exists, and to ugree upon 
a plan for the future work which will im- 
prove the present market and regulate and 
establish a better price for shingles for the 
year of 1894." 

Ores and Metals : Prospectors when out 
of reach of asaayers, to test their orea, can 
by the following method determine whether 
the rook to be tested carries mineral or not : 
When you desire to make the test pulvonzn 
tho rock very fine, then take one part of 
the pulp and two parts of common gun- 
powder ; mix them together with enough 
water tu make a stiff dough ; work it up 
and mix thoroughly together in your hands 5 
then form it into a cone pyramid and let it 
dry in tho tun or near a firo. When dry 
Eot the cone on a fl it, atono and put a live 
coal on top of the cono. When it has siz- 
zled and sputtered itaelf out, the mineral, if 
there waa any, will be found in the shape of 
a button on tho stone. 

New York Sun : Hundreds of men look 
back upon A, T. Stewart's e.stublishnient in 
New York au both a primary and a grammar 
EOhool for tho dry goodo trado in Ibis city, 
and one of these luuulri.'rla told this story 
tho other night: "Stewart's store," he 
said, " was opposite City Hall park. Ball, 
Clack it Co., jewelers, and Leary, tho hat- 
ter, hud stores on tho block below.

The Government of Hawaii will take a 
prominent part among the nations which 
are to be apeoialiy represented at the Mid- 
winter Exposition. Their commissioners 

are devoting themselves to tho erabelliah- 
ment of two acres whicli have been granted 
them, and where the South Sea Island com- 
inissionera aro uniting with them in pre- 
paring an exhibit. In thia space the era of 
progreaa in the Hawaiian lalanda and other 
ialanda of the Southern Seas will be ex- 
emplified to the fullest extent, ita strong 
contrast to tho past history of tho islands 
being emphasized by accurate pictures of 
native life. There will bo native huts sur- 
rounded by tropical verdure. Tho dances 
and native pastimes will be illustrated, and 
Hawaiian boatmen will exhibit their won- 
derful prowess in the canoe upon artificial 
lakes within the border of the couoeaaions. 

There have been enough applicntiona for 
extra concessions in connection with tho 
Exposition to fill Golden Gate Park in its 
entirety. From these there have been 
selected a large number of tho most desir- 
able, and in the carrying out of the plana 
therefor there have been a good many pic- 
turesque and thoroughly beautiful buildings 
added, all of which are in perfect harmony 
with tho rest of the Exposition and in keep- 
ing with tho desire of the management to 
afTord the world the greatest amount of in- 
struction and entertamment that can pos- 
sibly be consolidated within tho scope of 
such an Gxpoaition. 

One of the first special coocessions made 
waa to the Chineae "Six Companies," of San 
Francisco, who are already building a struc- 
ture of their own, a purely Oriental affair, 
100 feet long by 90 in width, with a centre 
courtyard, SO x 40 feet, aet out with rare 
Chinese plants. In one end of the building 
ia a Chinese theatre. On ths other aide of 
the courtyard are open booths for the manu- 
facture of rare and coatlj' Chineao produc- 
tions. The crnwnii'g exterior feature of 
this building will be a Chinese pagoda, 75 
feet high, fashioned after the celebrated 
tower of Nankin. The roof will be of tiles, 
with fantastically tsvialed curved figures of 
the fabled dragon projecting from the 
angles, and with lluttering dragon lUgs of 
blue, red and yellow conibining to produce a 
pleasing and fantaetic ellect. 

Arrangements have been completed and 
work is now progressing on an immenae 
Japanese tea-garden, which ia to be another 
prominent feature in connection with the 
exposition. Entering by a caatlo gateway, 
or Shurono-mon, the visitor will find himself 
in a veritable Japanese domain, even the 
shrubbery being transplanted from the 
" Flowery Kingdom," and where Japanese 
maidens in their dainty gowns will serve 
tea atid confections, while Japanese dancea 
and .Japanese music may be seen and heard 
on every hand. 

Another concession is for a reproduction 
here of the celebrated Prater of Vienna, in 
a apace of 72,000 eiiuare feet adjoining the 
central court of the exposition. Entrance 
to the grounda will be through a massive 
ariiatic gatovrfay, beycmd which will bo var- 
ious bita of architecture of a pleuaing and 
striking character. All tliese aro now in 
courHO of c;;n8truction. There ia u concert 
liall 75 font pquarc ; a theatre of Moorish 
design, GOxOO feet ; a Louvre restaurant 
and a score of ornn.mental booths in which 
Austro- Hungarian wares are to be manufac- 
tured and displayed. 

Ifrrc! uh-o will be tlie Cz irda-Hung:iriiin, 
whe,-o Ilungaii.ui life will lie represented 
with gypay girls in characteristic coatuniea. 
The waitresses in the concert hall will be 
in the Swiss national costume. At the bro ik- 
ing of ground for this uccessory remarkable 
enthusiasm wiia manifested, unmistakably 
eatablishing tho Vienna Prater us one oi 
Iho loading features of the exposition. 

Only a little way from the Vienna Prater 
work ia being pushed forward on the conces- 
sion to Oriental nations which ia to embody 
many of the beat features of the Midway 
Plaiaance. The Turkish theatre will have a 
place there and, running all around it, will 
be the Cairo street, where wedding prooes- 
sions on oamel-back, with veiled women and 
all the other accessories, will be aeon threo 
timca a day. Here alao will bo a Cafe 
Chautant where national dances of all na- 
tions will be presented, and where lovers of 
variety in entertainment are sure to find 
something to their taste.

A MONSTER OF GRUSLTY. 

It ta singular to observe how often the 
sympathy of good peoplo is misplaced. 
There are peoplo in Great Britain and ciso 
where who think and talk of Lobeogula, 
King of the Uetabele, as if he were a sufifcr. 
ing patriot and an ill-used Bovereiga. From 
the portrait of this African chief, drawn by 
an evidently friendly hand, there is nothing 
about him that any one possessing the 
slightest sense of juatice or humane feeling, 
of even a low order, can admire. Tho char- 
acter sketch of Lobeugula that appears in 
The Review of Reviews for October shows 
him to be a ferocious, sensual savage, with 
scarcely a redeeming trait in hia character 
So cruel, Bojnaloua, and eosuperatitious iuhe 
that hia nearest relatives cannot be aurt- 
from one week to the other that they 
will not be made tho victims of his cruel 
caprices. Thia ia how, according to Mr. 
Stead, this unnatural and brutal tyrant 
treated a aiater who waa once hia favorite ; 

Nini for a long time ruled the roost in 
Metabeleland, and got rid of her enemies by 
brirging aconsations of witchcraft against 
them. However, at last she overstepped 
the mark, when from jealoaiy of one of her 
sisters-in-law she broaght an aoousation uf 
witchcraft against her. Unfortunately for 
Nini, Lobengula was very much in love 
with his wife, and It did not take much to 
persuade him that if there wan wltcbcrafr, 
tho witch waa no other than Nini herself. 
Thereupim, the daya of Nini Were brought 
to a sudden and bloody end. ' 

It ia surprising how lightljr the humani- 
tarian editor writes of the murder of a 
lister. He'^allndes to the massacre of whole 
kraals — men, women and children — in the 
game off hand manner. Speaking of Loben- 
Rula'a skill in rain-muking, and of his pro- 
ceedings when the rain ceaaea to conio for 
him, he says: " Beaidea, Lobengula fre- 
quently tries to make rain when tho drought 
is psraiatent. Then presents of cattle are 
brought in, and whole kraals of suspected 
subjects killed. Evidently the doctrine 
that there is a witch in the camp when 
things go wroni? ia a favorite one with tho 
Metabelo. ■' Who would think that murder 
of the unofl'ending and the innocent is re- 
corded in tliia scmi-jooular sentence T 

Here ia another Instance of the mild rule 
of the African king about whom sentimen- 
talists in England and elsewhere are gushing. 
A report contained in a blue book announces 
that within the last two years the king 
had hud the regent and the regent's brother 
killed, and that their sons, wives and chil- 
dren were all being killed, their dogs were 
also killed, bat all the cattle and slaves were 
captured. They were accused of witohoraft. 
The regent was strangled and his brother 
was shot, and tho king had given orders to 
clean out tho whole family. Ho had uleo 
sent impi to kill his brother Malhoplini." 

The following is an account of the way in 
whioh this monster treated a miserable 
wretoh who was guilty of the trivial offence 
of stealing some of the king's beer. It ia 
quoted from Mr. Thompson'a narrative : 

The poor wretch was brought before tho 
king. Ho waa horribly afraid. Hia oyea 
stuck out of his head, and his kneea 
knocked together when he tried to make 
obeisance. The King bade them hold him 
fast ; and he said, looking the culprit up 
and down, " You have a nose, a mouth, 
two eara and two eyes. You have used 
your nose to smell the King's beer " — turn- 
ing to the attendants — "out ofiT his nose," 
They cut off the man's nose, " You have 
used your mouth to drink the King's beer ; 
out oir his mouth." They out off the man's 
lips. Ho ||Waa a horrid sight. Lobengula 
waited a moment. Then he said deliher. 
ately, " ^"^ou have heard that it is not 
allowed to drink tho King's beer ; but your 
«ara are no good to you." Off went the poor 
wretch's eats. He looked at the Klnij 
with a' look whioh was dreadfol to see. 



" Your eyes — cover up his eyes," shouted 
the King. " Put his forehead over bit eyta 
so that ho may not sea the' King's tMor." 
And they out the forehead of :;-the man 
and turned down the flap of . the skin 
as a surgeon mieht tarn it, so that it bung 
over his eyes. Then the King looked at the 
man for a few minutes, and the man grov- 
elled before him until suddenly the King 
fell into a rage— perhaps he was ashamed of 
him. elf— and bade them baat him with 
lugs of wood. They beat him within an 
inch of his life. 

It is to the nierey of a savage tyrant like 
this, whom one lis ashamed to call a man, 
that some people who consider ihomselveB 
juat and merciful would leave tho men and 
women and children who have settled in 
Miiahonaland ! This is humanity and 
altruism turned idiotic. It is not hard to 
imagine how men feel who are witnesses of 
Lobengula 's horrible cruelty, and what they 
think when they know that the fate of hia 
victims may any be theirp. If England 
deserts them they will keep their powder 
dry and their knives sharp, and tri^st in the 
Lord. 



THE ELLIS 0A8B. 

The Ellis ease has been warmly discussed 
in the newspapers both East and West, and, 

although there has been a great deal of what 
is intended to be strong writing, it is hard to 
lind a clear and dispaaaionato statement of 
the bottom facta of the cuae. Our readers 
kuow that Mr. J. V. E lis, editor of the St. 
John Globe, waa prosecuted for contempt of 
court and sentenced to pay a Soe of two 
hundred dollars and to bo imprisoned one 
mouth in the common jiiil. Tho proceedings 
liave been pending nearly six years, and tho 
law expensea which Mr. Ellis is compelled 
to pay amounc, it ia said, to about throo 
thousand dollars. As Mr. Ellis is personally 
a most estimable man, a great deal cf 
sympathy is felt and expressed for him 
by men of both parlies, but some of tho 
Liberal newapapera have not been content 
with sympathizing with the condemned ed- 
itor. They have bitterly tlenouncud tho 
courts of 'law that pronounced and con- 
firmed the sentence against him, and they 
have done what they could to show that 
Mr. Ellis is a martyr— that be has been 
made to sufTor in tho cause of the freedom 
of tho press. 

Tho Hamilton Spectator, which haa from 
the lirat taUen a deep interest in tho caae, 
has disousaed it both ably and fairly. It 
has evidently no prt-judioe against Mr. Ellia 
and has treated the case purely on its mer- 
its. Its issue of tho 27lh contains the fol- 
lowing resume of tho facta, which haa tho 
advantage of being clear and concise aa well 
(IS accurate : 

1. Mr. King, the Reform candidate, had 
a majority over Mr. liaird, the Oonaerrativo 
CAudidate. 

2 Mr Dunn, thereturning officer, declar- 
ed Mr. Baird elected because Mr. King had 
made his di posit with his own hands, and 
not throngb bis agent. That we believe to 
have been an injastioe, and the Speotator 
severely condemned it at the time.' Bat 
Judge Tnok bad nothing to do with the mat- 
ter. Ha deserved no oensure on aooount of 
it beoanse he was not responsible for it. 

.') The returning oflicer having declared 
elected ihe man who had not received tho 
majority of votes, it waa tho duty of Mr. 
Kiiig'a frienda lo complain of an undue re- 
lurn, and to protest tho election as provided 
by law. They did not do ao. They 
failed or refused to take tho pro- 
per Btepa to protect tho righta of 
I heir Cindidate. Instead ot domg that 
they asked for a recount of tho votea. 
There waa no dispute about the count of 
tho votea. The return, aa cortilied to by 
the returning officer, showed that Mr. King 
had a majoriiy of the votes. If a recount 
had been had, it would not have utfected the 
(|uestion raised— that Mr. King was not a 
candidate at alt, becanse he had not made 
his deposit in tho manner provided by law. 

4. Mr. Biird'a frienda applied to .Judge 
TuoK for an order forbidding a recount of 
the votes. Judge Tuck bad but one ques- 
tion before him. It was the question 
whether, under the oiroumstances, a 
recount was the proper remedy. Judge 
Took was oompelled to consider the applica- 
tion. He could not without neglecting hia 
duty retuae to conaider any application 
made to him. Ho was compelled to decide 
aa he did decide, becaute it was a 
aimplo ([uestion of law. The law din- 
tinctly ileclarea that where an undue 
return ia complained of a petition m^y bo 
preHi nted lo the court, and tho court will 
then 1 ry the cuso on ita merita. It doea not 
provide that where an undue return ia made 
a ri oriunt of the voiea in .y bo demunded. 
The Ki fornnTs put 'lienmelve.s in tho wrong, 
and they now complain because Judgo Tuck 
declined to aKsist Ihem in carrying out that 
wrong. .Judge Tuck hud nothing to do 
with the merita of the election. Ho hud 
simply tocoiiHidcr theaingle (lueation of law 
whether a recount of the votea waa or was 
not the pioper remedy when an undue elec 
tion waa complained of. 

5 Mr. Ellis then charged Judge Tuck 
with corrupt motives and with purtisineliip. 
There is not a paitiule nf evidence to sustain 
u belif f that he wos influenced by either. N» 
ono of all hia critics haa undertaken to ahow 
wherelBi hiii dicioion waa illegal. 

Jud|» Tuck'a order, we find, was to atoy 
the proceedings of the recount until tho 
merits of the application sheuld be dnolded 
by a fail bench in term. The articles com- 
plained of were published immediately after 
Judge Tuck hud iinido his order and before 
tho full bunch of judges hod considered Mr. 
liaird's applicsition. They were therefore 
comments and oritiolsms on a oase still 
pending. 

The question to be oonaidered by the im- 
partial inquirer is, is the editor of a news- 
paper jueiiOi d in accusing a judge who haa 
given a legal decia'on of which he dia- 
approves, of corrupt motives, and is it pro- 
per for him lo comment upon a case when it 
is pending in tho courts ? < 

We find, too, It was not Judge Tuck 
who instituted proceedings against Mr. 
Ellis for contempt, and that that judge was 
no; on the bench when tho oase was under 
consideration. It was Mr. ]5aird who took 
proceedings to havo Mr. Ellis committed, 
and it was tho judges of tho Supreme Court 
of New Brnnawiok, other than Judge Tuck, 
who granted the attachment. 

It will have to - be admitted that the 
judges of our courts of law should be 
treated with tho rcspeot due to men occu- 
pying suoh high positions and performing 



auch fmportanb tunotioDS. It will also be 
admitted that they must be protected from 
intimidation and< abuse of all kinds. It 
would never do if every man who believed 
himself aggrieved by tho decision of a 
judge were at liberty to abuse him in the 
press and to attribute to him partiality. and 
corrupt motives. We think tbat there 
are very few indeed who will maintain that 
newspapers should bo allowed to cominont 
upon oases yet ponding. All are agreed 
that while tho issue ia alill before tho court, 
argument and comment in the nowspupora 
are calculated to defeat tlie ends of justice, 
and are therefore not allowable. 

If the facts aro aa they havo been stated 
above, and wo believo they aro, it ia dilli- 
cult to see whore the tyranny and injustice 
are to be found In this Ellis case. 



OA NA DIA iV CriEWSE. 

Canadian cheese took a very high place at 
the World's Fair. It carried off more than 
the lion's share of tho awards. Out of 58U 
exhibits it won 490 awards. Many of tho 
awards were for oheese of the highest clasa. 
For Cheddar cheese of thia year's make 
Canada took .'IG!) awards, the United istatca 
gaining only 45. In classes of Cheddar 
cheese made previous to 1803 Canada 
secured 103 awards, while the United States 
failed to get a single one. Some of tho 
Canadian cheese exhibits were very near 
perfection, nine of them receiving !)!)), [loinla 
out of u poaaiblo 1110. .Singular to relate 
the mammoth chccae, weighing, wu forgtjt 
how mwiy tons, proved to bu of excuUeiit 
i]uulily throughout. It was unjuilgcd Do 
points out of a possible score of lliO, and it 
was reported " sound from rind to centre, 
and of good fUvor." It waa not, then, aa 
many ausiiected, a mere siiow clictse, whoao 
bigness waa ita only good or reniarUublo 
quality. 

The growth of the Canadian export trade 
in cheese is something wonderful. A few 
years ago comparatively very little cheeae 
was made in Canada, and none for export, 
in fact, moat of the good cheese eaten in the 
country was imported either from lOnglaud 
or the United Statea. Aa lato aa lSti5 tlie 
imports of choeso were three limes aa great 
as the export. A revenue duty of three 
cents a pound was imposed on cheese in that 
year, and from that time forward tho im- 
port began to decrease uuu the cAport to 
increase. The cheeae trade of Canada may 
be said to bo not n]oro than twenty livoyours 
old. Tho following statement shows how 
the trade has grown since 1870 :

The value of the oheese export last year is 
declared to be $11,652,412, and it is stated 
that the export of the current year will ex- 
ceed 120,000,000 pounds. The people of 
EiStern Ciinada have wilhiu tho last few 
years discovered that they had within their 
reach a source of wealth thjit they did not 
previously dream of possesaioi;. The Cana- 
dian who, a quarter of a century ago, would 
predict that the day was n-jt far distant 
when Great Britain would derive a large 
part of her supply of cheeae from Canada, 
would be looiied upon by most persona as 
little better than a lunatic. Hut the unex- 
pected, as it often doer, has happened. Who 
knows but that British Columbia will some 
day in the not far distant future be remark- 
able for some production, whioh is to-day as 
iiiuub despised in the Province as Canadian 
cheese was in British America in 18C0, tnd 
many succeeding years '

The statement of tho English 
and German armies ia exclusive ol 
odici rs. Tho absolute number of deatha in 
the United States army last year was 173 
Diseases wero less fmnient among tho ne- 
gro troops and Indians ttian tho whites. 
AlcoholiHin was also more prevalent among 
tne whites. Tho 22 caaes of suicide in the 
army during the year are equivalent to a 
ruto of 82 per cent, per thousand of the 
strength, us compared with fl 8.'i during the 
previous year. The lust reported annual 
rates of suiotde in foreign armies was : 21 
in the British ; 3.3 in the Italian ; 64 in 
the Pruaslan, and 1 18 In the Aa8tro<Uun- 
garlan. Of the 22 suicides most of them 
were members of white commands, Includ- 
ing one (dlicer. The cases amoHK the col- 
ored troops, four suicides, were Indians.

New YonK, Nov. 3. —The Stock market 

started off quite firm, under the leadership 
of Louiavillo and Nushvillo and Lacka- 
wanna, the former having risen 1 J to 50.}, 
and the latter 3 to 175. The strength of 
Louisville and Naehvillo was ascribed to 
foreign baylnfi. London and tbe Continent 
appeared to be more favorably Impressed 
with the acquisition of tho Cheeapeukc, 
Ohio and Southweateni by tho Louisville 
and Niabville, in coojunction with tho 
Illinois Central, than yesterday.

HOW HE ESCAPED. 



DmiiiK tl'i^ iiiiiltllo agi's tlio ((luntry 
now citlleil lielgium was known by tlio 
numo of Flanders, or perhaps il would 
bo better to say that Flanders was llic 
larj-^f.st of the sevei-al feudal iirovinces 
included in that territory. Latlerly, how- 
ever. Flauder.s etiniiirised not only what 
is known as modrrn Del!,'inni, but also a 
lary;o jiart of Holland and northern 
France. The ruler of the country was 
called an earl, and in the latter part of 
the fourteenth century Louis do Malatin 
wore the coronet, v.-hieh ho had inherited 
from a long lino of earls, all of whom 
lay eloepiug iu glory in the abbey of 
Blandigni. 

The proud and wealthy burghers 
chafeil under tho Govereignty of tho 
feudal lords, and in Ghent particularly 
this feeling of independence was very 
■strong. The earl, who noted tho popu- 
lar disaffection, made hasto therefore 
to depart from Ghent and removed his 
residence to tho city of Bruges, where he 
had a strong castle. 

Now, Earl Louis was neither a wiso 
statesman nor a bravo general, and ho 
foolishly augmented the public iU will 
by endeavoring to rob Ghent of its su- 
perior advantages. Four noble rivers 
supplied tho city with its commercial 
and jnanaifacturing facilities.

A apooial meeting of tho City Council, 
was held last evening, Mayor Beaven pre- 
siding, and all the members present with 
tho exception of Aid. Bclyea. 

Tho Council went into conimitteo of the 
whole <sa the by-law to repeal the sewer 
connections regulating by-law, wbiol) was 
adopted in committee and then passed by 
the board. 

Ali.D. Bakkii inquired about a letter with 
respect to a drain on Speed avenue, which 
he had been informed hud been sent in, but 
of whioh he had since heard outhiog. 

Tub Matob answered that he knew 
nothing of the letter. 

The Clerk read a letter from Oeorga 
MoRae, milkman, complaining that the 
ditching on his farm en the Cedar Hill road 
was rendered useless by the aooumutation of 
mud on the road within the city limits. He 
asked that four hundred feet of box drain- 
ing hd built to abate the nuisance. Beferred 
to tho .Sewerage committee. 

A letter from Yates A Jay, solicitors, 
notitiid tho (/ouucil that thu wages of 
Albert I'iUe, a corporation employe, having 
been attached by IVin. Hoddy, lie claimed 
tho exemption up to $-10, allowed by tho 
recent anieodmeut to the County Courts 
Act, 

Ai.i) 15\KE« aaid it did not look well for 
the city, and it looked worse for ita em- 
ploye, to have hia aalary g»rnialieed. This 
m ill was employed as a drain inspector at 
SI '_'.") II ininith, and ho ought to pay hia 
debts. The city uhould not bo called upon 
to screen liiin in any particular. 

Till-: MAYoli exphiined that the corpora- 
tion were cdled upon to appear in eourt, 
through counsel, in anawer to the giirnialu'O 
sunimoDH, and if there was to beany expense 
inourrod it would not be fair to have the 
city pay it. 

'I'he letter was, after discussion, referred 
to the City Barristers. 

On a report from the Finance committee, 
recommending amongst other things the 
payment of $12C) each as tho salary lor one 
mouth of tho drain inspectors. Aid. Styles 
objected that tho inspectors should 
be paid by tho day instead of by the mouth, 
and receive pay only for the days upon 
whioh they worked. 

AuD. Bakbr pointed oat that the brick- 
layers in tbe sewers received $0 per day, 
and the pay of tbe inspectors only am- 
ounted to 95 for every working day in the 
month. If the inspectors were to be dookcd 
for the days when work had to be sus- 
pended their pay would be less than that 
of the men. 

Tho report was adopted. 

The Council went again into committee of 
tho whole on the pound by-low, which after 
un hour's discusaiou was reported to Council 
and papsed, Aid. Robertson, Baker and 
Bragg dissenting. 

A letter from the Canadian General Klec- 
trio Light company, from Vancouver, asked 
particulars as to tho city's plant, which tho 
company propose to publish in an electrical 
directory. Referred to Electric Lighting 
committee. 

Tho City Engineer wrote, asking author- 
ity to place a pipe and tap on Store street, 
opposite Telegraph street, for the conveni- 
ence of ludiuua who wish drinking water 
and now annoy the buainesa men there by 
asking for it. Granted. 

TUB NORTH WARD HEETIKQ. 

A letter from S Duck, covering the reso- 
lutions pasted at the recent meetipg of the 
electors of Horth Ward, over which ho pre- 
sided, was read, together with tho resolu- 
tions. 

Ald. Mukn— Are tho speeches attached, 
too ? 

TiiK MiTOK— No; they are not. I was 
rather surprised when I read tho speeches 
in tho papers to ace that no one present 
called attention to the fact that, in divid- 
ing the city into wards, it ia provided that 
attention is only to be paid to the ossessed 
value. 

Ali). B.\itKRsaid, as one of tho members 
for tho North Ward, he wished to say thatu 
great injustice had been done to that ward. 
A? ho hid stated before, if tho Mayor had a 
p-orsonalfeelingagttinsthiin, heshoiild appoint 
one of the other representatives of tho ward. 
He claimed th:it tho M lyor had not acted 
rightly towards the North Ward, and he 
gave the people great credit for passing 
those resolutions. Ha proceeded to recount 
the many iDjastices under which he beUevod 
his ward to be suffering.

Tub SIayob— And had yon an oppor- 
tunity to speak?

to that meeting that the Council had not 
tho authority to divide tho city into wards

Ai.i). Baki;k— They knew that ua well as 
1 did 

TilH Mavok — Well, what waa the use of, 
them parsing a resolution asking for some- 
thing that wo ha»e no authority to give '! 

Ai.D. iMi'.v.v said that if tho North Ward 
had any iju'irrel it certainly was not with 
tho South Ward, which had within a hun- 
dred of one-third of tho ratepayers ; had 
one- third of the acreage, and paid one-third 
of tho taxes. Ho took exception to the 
statement made by Aid. Baker ut tho pub 
lie meeting that the reason his ward could 
not get justice was that the Centre and 
South wards combined against it, whioh be 
claimed was not tbe case. 

Ald. Harris said that although he bad 
been at the ratepayers' meeting and had 
heard the discussion, he failed to see where 
the grievance came in.

Shot. 



liobbery tho Supposed Motive— The 
House Plaudered of Its 
Coateuts. 



(Special to the GoLONiffr.l 
Vancouvkb, Nov. 3. — A terrible murder 
has boon committed ut Savary Island. Jack 
Green, a wealthy rancher, and Tom Taylor, 
hia hired man, wero shot through tho heart 
with a rille as they wero about to retire for 
the night. Robbery was entirely the motive, 
as Green's strong box was said to contain 
$10,000. Rifles, ammunition, a boat and 
quantities of proviaiona are iniaaiiig, ua well 
as a man named Lynn, a hard character, 
who was lately employed by Green. Tho 
murderer, whoever ho ia, has a week'i 
start, ond ia well stocked with ammunition 
and provisions. It is a repetition of tho 
Kennedy affair except that the murderer 
has bigger chances of eaoape. The bodies of 
the murdered men and the story of the tra- 
gedy wero brought in by Magistrate Manaon 
on the steamer 8tella ut to-night. Mr. 
Manson says tfal^t Green has lived on Savary 
Island for seven years. Tom Taylor and 
Hugh Lynn were living with him. Lynn 
has been in jail several times. He had been 
drinking heavily on the 2(!(.h, A light was 
seen in tbe Green house next morning, but 
on the succeeding morning there were no 
signs of life, the murder having been proba- 
bly committed on Friday, 

Dick Lewis and Albert Handsen found 
the bodies on Monday afternoon, and noti- 
tied Magistrate Manaon. Taylor waa lying 
face downward, and waa shot in the back. 
He must have died instantly as his pipe was 
still in his hand. Green was partly un- 
dressed OS if retiring. Ho was near the 
door, as if his h.ind had just dropped from 
iho latch. Ho waa shot throUijii the hreast 
just above tho lieart. Blood was also on 
the bed. It ib thought ho walked from tho 
bed to the door after being shot, Green'a 
pockotbook was gone. It was known to 
contain §1,000. lircen is also thought to 
have had eight or ten thousand dollars in 
tho shack, as ho would never bank bis 
money. Everything of value was taken 
from the shack and the store bur- 
glarized. All the articles not taken 
away from the shack were smashed with 
rifle bullets. This was evidently a ruse on 
tho murderer's part, and he put old rusty 
unuaed guns in the right hand of each mur- 
dered man. Green'a boat was also taken. 
Lynn lived with a klootchnmn and a boy 
close by. The klootehman and boy are also 
Miisaini;. The coroner waa notilied on the 
arrival of the steamer, and will hold an iu- 
([ueat to-day. Green waa 70 yo^ira of age 
and waa very lame. Taylor's relatives live 
here. 

[Though tho Provincial anthoritiea had 
not, last evening, been otiieially informed of 
tho horrible crime, it is thought by them 
that Constable Anderson, of Cumox, is 
already on the track of tho murderer. A 
strange feature of tho case is that il had not 
sooner been reported from Comox by wire. 
Savary inland is one of the small archipelago 
between Capo Muilge aud (jomox, distant 
about 10 miles from the former point, and 
equi-distant from Reed Island, the scene of 
Ben Kennedy's crime. The island contains 
several rauohea, whose owners, with their 
employes, constitute tho population.]
